ROVIDE four large bars, and 
two fmaller ones, all of the beft 


Englifh feel. The large ones fhould be A 


2 foot 6 inches long, an inch, or an 
Sach’ and quarter broad, and near half 
an inch thick ; let them be hardened 
and well polifhed ; and, for diftinétion 
fake, one end of each may be marked 
N.- the other S. 

The fmall bars, which are to be the 
mignets, may be ro or 12 inches long, 
about hajf an inch broad, and a third 
of an inch thick, hardened, polithed, 
and marked. 

You muft have alfo a fmall wooden 
wuler, of the length and thicknefs of the 
bars, and a quarter or third of an-inch 
broad, to keep the bars from touching 
one another. Alfo get two parallelopi- 

ds of foft iron, 2 thirds of an inch 
Goad, of the fame thickne!s as the fmall 
bars, but their Jength muft be that of 
the little wooden ruler, with the addi- 
tian of the breadth of the fimall bars.

Obfervations on'a new by-difcowered Mem- 
brane, which clofes, the pupil of the Eye 
in a Fartus. By Dr ALBERT HALLER, 
Prdfident of the Royal Academy of Scien- 
ces at. Gottingen. 

A Bout fix years ago I diffected two 

foetufes, brought to our theatre ; 
they were delivered in the feventh 
month, after.a difficult labour, and 
feemed to have both loft their fight in 
the womb. 

In order to inject them, I made ufe of 
oilofturpentine,tinged with vermillion, 
and afterwards of a thicker matter 
compofed of wax. The firt liquor ‘is 
fufficiently penetrating, but. does nat 

afs fo ealy as ifing-glats, into the cel- 


— 


Through the cornea I difcerned fome 
fmall ramifications arifing from the vef- 
fels of the iris, which I had filied; they 
were extended acrofs the aperture of the 
pupil, and as far as I. cou'd judge float- 
ed at freedom in the aqueous liquor. 

We know ‘that nature never beftows 
veflels without a membrane: to fuitain 
them, whence I was led to imagine, 
that there-was one in the reetus, deftin’d 
for acovering tothe pupil; and which, 
though vafcular, was in time to be a- 
bolifhed.

in the aqueous humour, where its vef- 
fels finally give way, and {0 it comes to 
difappear intirely. 

New-born ‘fants can fee nothing ; 
and, if 1am not miftaken, it is fome 
weeks before the approach of a candle, 
or the offer of fome injury? can make 
them wink. The reafon of this phe- 
nomenon has been inquired into. M. 
Petit afcribes it to the thicknefs and 
wrinkles of the cornea: (2) But in men, 
and more particularly in dogs, the ¢or- 
nea is tranfparent; and inour foetufes 
we cou'd éalily difcern the. veffels of the 
iris through it, whence it fhould “appear 
that fucha caufe can produce’ no great 
obftacle to the rays; and therefore we 
are fo feek for fome. other.

Petworth in Suféx, where thefe

at fome perfonal unkindnefs, or indignity,
